WHY WHEEL BEARING GREASE 


In advancing the story of specialized lubricants, the GENERAL MOTORS SERVICE NEWS 
of Canada brings out the fact that quickly stopping a passenger car from a speed of 40 
miles per hour generates enough heat in the brakes to boil a pint of water. This is 
certainly some good ammunition to use in soliciting wheel bearing lubrication with cor- 
rect service and correct lubricantse 


LINCOLN ZEPHYR UNIVERSAL JOINT 


Lack of lubricant in the Lincoln Zephyr universal joint will result in a squeak 
developing, which is usually heard when the car is accelerated from low speedse This 
noise is often thought to be in the engine or clutch, but is readily checked and remedied 
by thoroughly lubricating the universal joint. 


Universal Joint Grease should be applied through the fitting on the universal 
joint every 1,900 milese Twelve ounces of lubricant are necessary to properly fill the 
jointe 


FREQUENT LUBRICATION OF CHEVROLET WATER PUMP IMPORTANT 


It is of extreme importance that particular attention be given to lubrication of 
the water pump on 1937 Chevrolet models. The reservoir should be kept filled at all > 
times with a good grade of engine oil, not lighter than 20W. If a generous supply of ; 
oil is not available the shaft is liable to seize in the bushings. The reservoir 
should be filled at least every 1,000 miles.

NEW CHEVROLET TRUCK MODELS 


Chevrolet has announced two new truck models, designed to fit in between the com- 
pany's half-ton and 1d-ton truckse These are known as Series GD, 3/4-ton model, and 
series GE, l-ton modele 


Lubrication details are essentially the same as on other 1937 truck modelse Engine 
oil recommendations are the same as for all 1937 Chevrolet units. 


Fluid Gear Lubricant SAE 90 is recommended for use in the transmission the year 
rounde A four-speed transmission may be had as optional equipment at additional cost. 
Capacity of the conventional transmission is 13 pte or lbe, and the four-speed transe 
mission capacity is 65 pte or lbe 


The differential lubricant recommendation is the same as for 1937 passenger car 
models, HYPOID Gear Lubricant, and the differential capacity is 43 pte or lbe 


The incorporation of a coupling shaft in the intermediate drive system on the new 
models permits the use of a short propeller shaft and torque tube to the rear axle. 
The front universal joint is automatically lubricated from the transmissione Lubrica- 
tion of the rear universal joint is accomplished the same as on the ld=-ton models, 
Fluid Gear Lubricant being applied through a fitting on the housinge .
